1. Applicants' amendment filed on October 19, 2005 was received, 
are amended. Claims 7-8 are added. Now, Claims 1-8 are pending.

5. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: Aoki (JP 07-01 81 85) and Brown (US 4 842 902) 

Aoki does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a straight-chain 
perfluoropolyether. Especially, Applicants show the unexpected results of the 
presence of a straight-chain perfluoropolyether vs. the absence of a straight-chain 
perfluoropolyether or the presence of a branched-chain perfluoropolyether in 
Examples. 

Brown teaches the use of chlorofluorocarbons such as 
trichlorotrifluoroethane. (col. 8, lines 62-63 and col. 15, lines 23-24) However, 
Brown does not teach or fairly suggest the use of a straight-chain 
perfluoro polyether . Especially, Applicants show the unexpected results of the 
presence of a straight-chain perfluoropolyether vs. the absence of a straight-chain 
perfluoropolyether or the presence of a branched-chain perfluoropolyether in 
Examples.
